Section 1. Chapter 589, Code 1981, is amended by adding the following new section: 
NEW SECTION. PERMISSION TO LAY WATER MAINS. The provisions of Acts of the 

Sixty-eighth General Assembly, 1979 Session, chapter 69, relating to the laying of water mains 
apply to all permits or permissions granted by a county board of supervisors or the state 
department of transportation and its predecessors before the effective date of that Act and 
are retroactive to that extent.

AN ACT relating to audits of licensed substance abuse programs conducted by the auditor of 
state. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 125.55, Code 1981, as amended by Acts of the Sixty-ninth General 
Assembly, 1981 Session, chapter 58, section 10, is amended to read as follows: 

125.55 AUDITS. All licensed substance abuse programs are subject to annual audit either 
by the auditor of state or in lieu of the examination by state accountants the substance abuse 
program may contract with or employ certified public accountants to conduct the audit! in 
accordance with sections 11.18 and 11.19. The audit format shall be as prescribed by the 
auditor of state. !l%e BotifieatioB petjuipemeBts and the poweps gpaBtea t6 the auaitop of state 
in seetioBs l1-d8 and Hd9 apply- t6 audits- eOBauetea by- eeptifiea ptiblie aeeouBtaBts.
